There is an escape 
of gas in several springs of water near where 
the tar is found, and during the winter the 
ground is heaved up to a considerable 
height in their vicinity by the accumula- 
tion of gas, which cannot escape through 
the frozen soil.

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A recent despatch says that British 
capitalists are negotiating with the 
Canadian government for petroleum 
concessions in the region north of 
Edmonton, and that if a “ fair” 
arrangement can be made heavy in- 
vestments will follow. Edmonton, 
all Alberta, all the Northwest, no 
doubt all Canada would like to see 
heavy investments of English capital 
in the development of the petroleum 
fields north of this place, and will sup- 


port the government in making 
“fair” concessions to secure the sug- 
gested investment and development. 
But the question as to what would be 
“fair” arises. Right here the BuLLE- 
Tin hegs to say that any concession 
involving monopoly in any form, 
whether of petroleum, land, transpor- 
tation or anything else would not be 
“fair” and will be opposed according- 
ly. Men who have capital to invest 
are entitled to every opportunity to 
invest that capital and to secure an 
adequate return on it. But no man’s 
money is so much better than any 
other man’s that he should have any 
preference over that other to an ex- 
tent that would enable him in any 
way te hamper his operations or levy 
to!l on him. Give the British com- 
pany their pick of the petroleum lands, 
give them all they can develop within 
a reasonable time, but only give it to 
them on condition of immediate de- 
velopment, and in such amounts as 
they are able to actually develop. 
There is no serious difficulty about 
securing the development of these 
petroleum lands. They offer an ample 
and inviting field for the investment 
of capital, therefore they should not 
be tied up in any part on any pretext 
whatever, as was attempted in the 
late lamented Yukon railway deal. 
What has been done regarding the 
oil fields of Southern Alberta would 
answer very well in those of the 
north. Give the prospector an option 
on 640 acres at $1.00 an acre, to be 
taken up after he had had a reason- 
able time in which to test for petroleum. 
7_—_—o— 
INCREASED REPRESENTATION. 

The increase of population in North- 
ern Alberta unquestionably entitles 
this part of the Territories to increas- 
ed membership in the Territorial legis- 
lature. Just what re-adjustment will 
be made is as yet a matter of surmise, 
but will be decided before the close of 
the present session of the legislative as- 
sembly. Therefore now is the time 
for an exchange of opinions on the 
subject. As far as possible settle- 
ments having a common _ interest 
should be grouped in one constituency. 
The puzzle is to attain that end and 
yet pay due regard to the principle of 
representation by population. The 
first thing to be known in order to 
reach a fair adjustment is the actual 
population, and this might very well 
be arrived at with very little cost if 
the services of the enumerators, now 
being appointed in respect of the 
plebiscite, were secured. In any case 
their lists will give a very fair idea of 
the location of the population. There 
is very little doubt that the Wetaski- 
win division of the Red Deer district, 
and the districts of Edmonton, St. 
Albert and Victoria have received 
the principal increase of population ; 
therefore it is out of this part of 
Northern Alberta that the new dis- 
trict must be carved. A petition has 
been circulated asking that a new 
district of South Edmonton be set 
apart to extend from the Saskatche- 
wan river to some point between 
Wetaskiwin and Lacombe. This would 
be a very convenient and satisfactory 
division as far as the present district 
of Edmonton is concerned. It is more 
— likely that there is ample popu- 

ation north of the river for the two 
constituencies of Edmonton and St. 
Albert. But this would necessitate 
4 rearrangement between Edmonton 
and St. Albert, which might be difti- 
cult to make satisfactory. However, 
in the absence of full information as 
to population, the suggestion to divide 
the present Edmonton district by the 
river and add to the two divisions from 


the south and north, seems to bea 


very fair proposition.

PEACE RIVER LANDING. 


EDMONTON BULLETIN | - Chas. H. Steinmetz writes the But: 


Lerin from Peace River Landing under 
ate of Aug. Ist as follows: We over- 
took the choppers en the Slave lake 
wagon road at Swan river on June 
14th, and were in back of them mak- 
ing from one to five miles per day until 
July 23rd, when they reached the lake. 
From the Swan river to Slave lake the 
road is good, that is for a new road. 


The holes and creeks are bridged aud 


hills graded. Mr. Chalmers with 
men left the lake last Tuesday to 
fix up some of the worst places on your 
-gide of the Swan Hills. 
- At Slave lake there was quite a little 
excitement, the arrivals of the chop- 
pers and outfits on the road, together 
with outfits returning from Peace River 
being the cause. We left the narrows 
where Larue & Picard have a nice 
store and good stock, on July 25th, 
and moved on to Salt creek, seven 
miles. On Tuesday it rained, but on 
Wednesday we moved up to the Heart 
river, seventeen miles. The road in 
some places was very oor, especially 
in the bush, where it was full of mud 
holes from one to three feet deep, with, 
however, a hard bottom. From the 
Heart river to the Peace is 50 miles, 
over some prairie, where the road is 
very good. 

In speaking about the new wagon 
road from Edmonton to Slave lake, I 
forgot to mention that I kept an accu- 
rate account of the distance we travel- 
led every day, and my estimate of the 
distance is 275 miles to where it strikes 
the lake; from there it is nine miles 
over a very good road along the Jake 
to the narrows. This distance, 284 
miles, is generally conceded by disinter- 
ested parties te be very nearly correct, 
although Chalmers says it is from 15 
to 20 miles too much. By the way Chal- 
mers, whom I suppose you know, is one 
of the hardest working men I have 
ever known. He was out in the woods 
from early morning till late at night, 
sometimes all night, in all kinds of 
weather seeing how hills and swampy 
places might be avoided. 

To return to the Peace River, the 
Hudson’s Bay post is located a little 
distance from the mouth of the Heart 
river ; while the police barracks, where 
we are camped, are across the Heart 
river, about a mile from the post. 
They have the nicest quarters I have 
seen anywhere along the road. They 
have a very fine log dwelling house, 
officers’ or visitors’ house, stables, store- 
house and out house. They are situat- 
ed on this bank of the Peace river, 
which at this place is very high, prob- 
ably 300 feet. This gives a command- 
ing view of the surrounding country. 
They have an imposing flag staff in 
front of the living quarters lending an 
air of military distinction to the place. 
There will be two policemen in charge 
of the station, Corporal Butler and one 
other, Butler is a very nice man and 
from his talk and appearance seems to 
understand his business thoroughly. 

I have learned here that the Mason 
party, whom I am seeking to join, 
opened up a new trail from the Koman 
Catholic mission, eight miles above this 
place, to the Nelson river. They left 
here in the latter part of April, but 
have not been heard of since. My 
chances of catching them are slim, 
unless some of them return for more 
grub, 


FORT GRAHAM. 

B. H. Wark, of the Detroit party 
which left Edmonton under the leader- 
ship of A. E. Johnstone, writes to Miss 
Rose Dunlop from Fort Graham under 
date of July 3rd. Mr. Wark reached 
Fort Graham on July Ist. The pasty 
built a boat above the Rocky Mountain 


portage and tracked up the Peace and 
Findlay. They ieft the head of the 
portage on June 2nd. 


The Johnstone party with which 
Mr. Wark was connected at Edmonton 
split up at Dunvegan. Mr. Wark and 
another joined two men from New 
Brunswick, and the new party of four 
made the trip 1o Fort Graham together. 

There is a good pac« trail from St. 
John tc Graham. The Good Hope 
party which left Pine river, near St. 
John on June Ist, reached Fort Gra- 
ham on July Ist. From Graham on, 
the trail is said to be better. The 
Walker party, of Edmonton, had just 
arrived by pack train from Dunvegan. 


_ “As we were passing the Omenica 
river we were hailed by Tobin, one of 
Moody’s party, who was coming with a 
guide to look up an overland trail 
from a point on the Omenica across 
country to the Findlay. Moody had 
gone to Stuart lake for horses and was 
just returning. They are expected here 
any time. Moody had been to Ques- 
nelle in May. 


“One of the boats coming in from 
Ashcroft was upset 30 miles down 
from here, and the two men in it had 
difficulty in reaching an island. They 
were there for two days and two nights, 
without food, and very scantily clad, 
before they were rescued by a boat 
which fortunately chanced to pass at 
that time. They were just about to 
eat their dog when rescued, One 
man’s name was Applegate. 

“One of the women who left Ed- 
monton, is here, having been one of the 
fist arrivals, with her husband. Their 
mames are Mr, and Mrs, Nansen. She 
is the first white woman who was ever 
surrounding 
country.” 


Lang’s party, with a band of cattle 


‘Was expected to reach Graham or. J uly 
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4th. They left Edmonton in February. 
Lang himself died at St. John. 

Mr. Wark is net satisfied with the 
prospects on the Findlay so far. But 
he only saw it during high water. 
He will prospect it during the summer, 
winter on the Dease and go on to the 
Pelly in the spring.

Manson Creek. William Steele has a 
claim on a new creek above Germansen 
Creek, on the {Omenica. He says he 
will not take $2,000 for it. About 
100 men are on the new creek putting 
into Nation river. It was discovered 
last fall. ‘tA large number of outfits 
followed the mounted police trail from 
Manson and Fort Graham to Dease 
lake, I think some of these will likely 
find something.”

The following is contained in the 
letter of Earl Adsitt, dated on July 
12th, from Fort Graham, on Findlay 
river, to his brother in Medicine Hat: 
This place consists of a Hudson’s Bay 
Co's store and the keeper’s house, that 
is all, and it is on the bank of the 
Findlay river in the thick bush. The 
H. B. clerk is goiag down to Stuart 
Jake ina few days and he will send 
these letters to Ashcroft so I guess you 
will get them quick. This is a hard 
trail and a long one, and I would not 
advise anyone to come this way. On 
the 4th of July I was in a snow storm 
on the summit of the Rockies. This 
is a very good pass through them and 
they could get a railroad through this 

ntry very easily. If anything is 
strack up here I suppose they will 
build one. We are in a large basin 
here and I can see snow peaks on all 
sides of me, but it is hotter than the 
dickens down here, and the flies are 
thick,

GLENGARRY. 


The average attendance at Glengarry 
school this week was 28. Har- 
vesting has already begun in this settle- 
ment. The crop, though not so good 
as last year, is generally speakiug, an 
average one. During the past 
two months, summer breaking was the 
rush, A great number of acres of the 
virgin soil has been turned over. The 
number of acres under cultivation is 
increasing each year. J. H. 
McDonald, of Camilla, the adjoining 
school settlement, held a plowing bee 
on his ranch two weeks ago. It was 
immense to see the excellent turn out 
he bad. In the neighborhood of 18 
acres were broken for him. The fine 
assortment of teams, ploughs and 
harness that were collected on the 
ranch was worth seeing. This shows 
the popularity of Mr. McDonald and 
the well disposed neighbors he has. It 
also was an exhibition of some of the 
finest stock and working implements in 
Northern Alberta. Some excite- 
me.:t has been caused in this and the 
adjacent settlement by the appearance 
of a bear. One was seen some weeks 
ago by Mr. McMillan. On Sunday last 
Mr. Dan McMillan, of Camilla, and 
Mr. A Fraser pursued bruin some dis- 
tance over the prairie, but the curtains 
of night intervening, they left him in 
a bluff. As Mr. J. R. McRae and Mr. 
McMa Nar were coming from church 
Monday noon, bruin again showed up. 
No time was lost, a little energy and 
dexterity and bruin secumbed to the 
contents of a rifle. He was a large one. 
Dressed he weighed about 180 Ibs. It 
is thought that it was his mate that 
was pursvted on Sunday evening. 
Rumor says that A.R. McDonald, Esq., 
saw another a few days ago. Who 
next? Mr. Coughlan, teacher, 
Morinville, spent his vacation in this 
settlement. He made many friends 
here. The election this fall is 
causing not a little ado here. If the 
excitement increases as the time draws 
near it will have reached an awful 
registration.

PEACE RIVER CROSSING. 


F. Brick returned from Peace 
Crossing on Saturday last. 
ed out the supplies required by the Dupont 
and Dibble railway survey parties. He 
took the freight by way of the Athabasca 
Landing and Slave river and lake to Peace 
River Crossing, The freight left Edmon- 
ton on July llth and reached Peace 
River Crossing on Aug. 4th, 5th and 6th. 
Dupont’s party reached the Crossing on the 
5th and Dibble’s on the 7th, having travel- 
led overland by the new trail. Dupont’s 
party went on from the Crossing on the 
Sth, and the freight left for St.John and 
Hudson’s Hope by boat up Peace River on 
the same day. Dupont went with the 
boats, but his party went overland, 
Dibble and party went overland to 
Hudson’s Hope, starting on the 9th. The 
horses of both parties were doing fairly 
well, but Dupont had traded off some which 
had got sore backs or were otherwise render- 
ed unfit at Slave lake. The freight would 
probably reach St. John on Aug. 19th 
and Hudson’s Hope on the 22nd, eleven 
and thirteen days from the Crossing, 
respectively, 

From Hudson’s Hope the parties will 
pack their supplies across the Rocky Moun- 
tain portage, build boats above the portage 
and track up tothe mouth of the Findlay. 
There they will separate, Dupont working 
eastward down the Peace River, and Dib- 
ble northwestward towards Telegraph 
Creek. * 

MeFee’s, Northwest government explor- 
ing party was also at the Crossing on Aug. 
7th. His freight, in charge of H. Burbank, 
had reached the Crossing on the 4th. His 
freight also went forward to St. John on 
the 8th by water and he left by land on the 
9th. His work is to explore for a trail 
trom St. John to the Nelson river. 


W. Latimer and another member of the 
expedition which had gone northwestward 
from Peace River Crossing towrrds the 
Nelgon river, had returned and was at the 
Crossing. They had travelled far beyond 
Hay river, and had crossed another stream 
nearly as large as Hay river, but the party 
were divided in opinion as to whether it 
was the Nelson or not. They had travelled 
well and estimated that they were 250 
miles beyond Hay river when Latimer 
turned back, about the middle of July. He 
was fifteen days gettirg back to Peace River 
Crossing. At a falr rate of travel this 
would make the distance the party was out 
from the Crossing betwren 300 and 400 
miles. They had experieneed no serious 
difficulties, but found the country very 
much dryer when coming back than whea 
going out in the spring. The rest of the 
party were pushing on. They had lost 
some horses by strayingaway. Those they 
brought back to the Crossing were in good 
condition. Latimer is returning to Ed- 
monrton. 

Some parties had come out recently from 
Fort Graham. Mr. Brick had not seen them, 
but they had told some half breeds at the 
Crossing to put up plenty of hay as there 
would be a good demand for it during the 
coming winter. This would indicate that 
the prospectors at Graham expected to stay 
in the country long enough to require a re- 
newal of supplies. 

P. Tate, of Edmonton, had reached Slave 
lake with wagons and horses. He hada

He had freight- | 


hard trip. June and July were exception- 
ally rainy in the Slave Jake district. This 
made the country froia Athabasca river to 
Slave lake wetter than usual, and therefore 
the road worse than it would be in an 
ordinary season. > 

Dykeman Bros. had got through to Swan 
river where they wil!l start a stock ranch. 
One brother had already lived several years 
on Swan rifér. He had gone out to Ne- 
braska and brought in his brother and 
family. They had taken in two four- 
horse teams, and a lot of horses. 


Mr. Brick met a four-horse team on the 
Slave lake portage which had come through 
from Edmonton. He also saw a lot of carts 
camped on the south side of Slave lake 
crossing which had also come through the 
Slave lake trail. 


Jefferies and another member of the Heip- 
man party were at Slave lake, selling their 
outfit, and going to return to Edmonton. 

Fring’s steam launch was half way down 
the second rapid on Lesser Slave river. The 
owner intended to get her to the Landing 
and winter there, and would go down to 
Peel river in the spring. He could have 
got up to Slave lake during the high water 
consequent on the rains, but did not have 
force enough to get her up the rapids, and 
she was not able to get up by her own 
power, The river had fallen when Mr. 
Brick was coming down. 

Mr. Brick is here to take out the winier 
trading outfit of his firm by boat. He may 
supplement it during the winter by sleigh 
freight over the new trail if the rate is suit- 
able. This will depend on the possibility 
of freighters securing hay along the trail at a 
reasonable rate. He leaves for Peace River 
again on Monday.
